And allo Except all Perſons who are as to any pains, penalties oꝛ diſabilities whatſoever excepted out of the ſeveral As of Free and General Pardon, 
Indemnity and Oblivion made tn the Reign of Dur late Royal Bzother, Excepted alſo all Perſons who after Tonvicion o2 Attainder of 02 fo2 any man- 
ner of Treaſon 0) Milpꝛiſions of Treaſons have been Tranſpotted, and ſuch Attatnted of other notoztous Crimes o2 Felonies as have been oꝛdered 02

particular Pardon purſuant to the Tenoz hereof, and fo2 that purpoſe Te ſhall direg Dur Secretaries of State to pzeſent Warrants to Us fo2 Dur 
Signature, and give oꝛder to Our Attoꝛney⸗General o: Solicito2 to pzepare Bills foz paſſing Pardons fo2 ſuch as ſhall deſire the ſame. In (Alt: 
neſs whereof e have cauſed theſe Dur Letters to be made Patents, Witneſs Our ſelf at Weltmiaſter the Seven and Twentieth Day of September,
